As the new paper money, about 
one-third smaller than the old size 
currency, la put in circulation start- 
ing July 1, the National Industrial 
Conference Board comments that the 
new size Is proportionate to Its buy- 
ing power as compared with pre-war 
prices.

i tomobllos of the pleasure type five 
miles au hour or at a limit of 4U 
niiles. The bill as It passed the sen- 
ate placed the limit at forty-five miles 
' an hour, but five miles were taken 
from It In house committee. Tho la.\' 
became effective Monday, July 1. 
I The bill was one of four on thy 
*' subject introduced In the assembly. 
One by Uepresenlatlve A. O. Galvln 
set the limit at 15 miles originally 
. and passed the hoUHe. but it was 
! tabled to give way to the Dunlap bill 
I after that measure got earlier action. 
I Bills Ijy Senator Richard U. Meetus 
i of Ashknm and Represoutatlvo Roods 
F. Cutler of Lewistown were Intro* 
' duced In the respective branches, 
. each intended to remove all limit of 
speed. 

A lot of responsibility Is attached 
to the driver of the car In the bill, In 
that It Is set out that no machine 
may be driven "at a speed greater 
than Is reasonable and proper where 
life or injur}- la a question, or where 
traffic conditions require slower go- 
ing." Alao a limit of twelve miles an 
hour is set at curves where' the vision 
of the driver la blocked for a distance 
where It would make It Impossible to 
avoid a collision. 

In closely built-up sections of In- 
corporated towns the limit Is set at 
15 miles an hour; In realdence sec- 
tions twenty miles, and outside resi- 
dence or business sections twenty-five 
miles an hour. Busses equipped with 
pneumatic tires may attain a speed 
of forty miles an hour on country 
highways, but those with hard rubber 
tlrea may not go faster than JiO miles

His 
elt'ctiiui represented a voto ol confidence In his leader- 
ship, ami a popular mandate for Ihe program he slooil 
for, . , . 

Vol within Tonr months of Prcalilent Iloovbr's In- 
unguralton we llml a tremendous re»lslance developed 
on Capitol Hill— especially In the Semite of (he United 
States— to thi' carrying out of his program, ami an nr- 
ganizeil effort to resist and discredit his leadership: an 
eiTort to reiuler barren of results tlie session of Con- 
gress called for the pnrpo"-,' of fnlllllhig the pledges of 
the nnijority party lo Ihe voters. 

At the bottom of tliis resistance is a stndleil de- 
fiance of public oplnhm as expressetl at Ihe last general 
eluctlon. It Is a didlberate lloiiting of the will nf the 
American people, clearly expressed at the polls. 

It Is true thai the executive dt^'artmetit of the gov- 
ernment is not the legislative department. Ihil the 
rri'sident is made a partner in legislation through tlu- 
veto power. It was well known by the SeimKirs who 
thrust Ihe ilehenlnre provi'-lcui Inio the farm relief ' 
bill that In so doing iliey were deadlocking the Senate i 
with the IlouKc of itt-preseniatlves and Willi llie Presi- 
dent. Tliey very well km-w that the adoption of this 
amendment meant ill*.' delay or defeat of farm rolier. 
Tin- proposal was a new one not discu'^sefl hy anyone In 
the last campaign. It is crtain that sqine'memberH of 
the Senate adopted this policy of oppo.sltlon merely to 
embarrass the President ami the admlulstralion. It was 
Senator CcM'*daml of Xew York who frankly admitted 
that he "held Ills tmse" a:- he voted f(U' a proposal he 
believed would put President Hoover "In the hole." 

Putting Presidenis "in the hole" may he a safe policy 
when that President does not have public oidnion ho- 
hind Iiini. The iienple are slIU with President Hoover, 
however, and those who are busy baiting the President 
are at the same time liaiting that puidlc opinion which 
makes and unmakes Senators as well as Presiilents. 

It Is unfortunate that, at this time we cannot have 
codperatlon between the Senate ami the President for 
the genera! good of the country. The fault for that 
lack of team w(jrk clearly rests, however, not with the 
President, but with a partisan and factional coalition In 
the Senate. It is about time that statesmen, no matter 
wliat labels they wear, should co-operate lo solve public 
problems, rather than to .-pecta<'ularly perform for fac- 
tlomil, personal and partisan advantage.

Working Men Have to Have 

Something That Will 

Stick to Ribs

Urbana. July 1 — Watermelon and 
lemon pie may tickle the palates of 
harvest hands, hut foods like iheye 
don't get the threshing done. It Is 
pointed out by F. C. Olson, of the 
meats division. College of Agricul- 
ture. University of Illinois. The men 
need something that will sflck to 
their ribs and for this purpose there 
Is nothing like good wholesome meat, 
ho said. 

"Quality Is the most Important 
factor in selecting meat. It Is nnich 
better to buy the cheaper cuts of 
good quality than to buy the more 
popular cuts fnnu poor quality moat. 
At this time of the year, steaks. 
chops and small. rib roasts are much 
in demand by the city apartment 
dwellers and as a result they are high 
I In price. The cheaper cuts are just 
las nntritiouH. as palatable and usual- 
ly more tasty than some of the choice 
and hlgh-prlccd cuts. 

Variety Is Possible 
"Tho clueaper cuts ot beef lend 
themselves to many uses. For In- 
stance, what is tastier to a hungry 
man than the old fashioned short 
ribs and brow!H.'d potatoes? Other 
parts of the naval plate, brisket. 
Hank, neck antl shank may be used 
for stews or they may be braised and 
served with a variety of vogteables. 
For pot roasts and their delicious 
gravies what is cheaper and more 
economical than either the chuck rib 
or shoulder arm roasts from the 
chuck? The rump Is economical and 
usually will furnish a roast for a 
small crew. Variety may be assured 
both by changing to different kinds of 
meat and by the choice ot different 
cuts. Tho glandular organs, such as 
the liver, heart, kidneys and brains, 
may bo made Into many possible 
dishes. Any good cook book will tell 
how to prepare and season these 
dishoa an aa to camouflage them for 
tho particular person. 

Stew or Roasta? 
"Cured meats have many possibili- 
ties, especially the cured pork pro- 



ducts. Heavy hams nmy be bought 
for considerably less a pound than 
[lie much-demanded, lighter-weight 
hams. Cured shoulders or picnic 
hams may be used to good advantage 
and are very economical. Either 
Jowls, "Dixie squares" as they aro 
called, or brisket bacon are clieuper 
and may be used to advantage Instead 
of side bacon for seasoning or ttavor- 
ing. 

"A source of fresh meat may be 
supplied If lambs arc available on 
the farm. A man can dress out a 
lamb In a few minutes and because 
of Its size It can be consumed before 
U has had time to spoil. The legs, 
shoulders and loins may be used for 
roasting, while the breast and tlank 
make good stew."

Such 
fruit is Impossible unless strict pro- 
cautions are taken against brown 
rot, he saiil. 

Won't Leave Residue 

Brown rot Is a serious menace 
during the period from a month priori 
to harvest up to and Including har- 
vest. In fact, the most critical per- 
iod for infection la during harvest 
when the fruit Is handled by numer- 
ous operators. Futbormore. the fruit 
must be protected during transit and 
on the market until It linally reaches 
the consumer. 

The Elberta peach harvest will be- 
gin in the extreme southern enrl of 
the state about August 1 and at Cen- 
tralla about August 10. Frequent 
sprayings during July therefore will 
ho necessary for protection. Sulphur 
fungicides generally are used for 
spraying against brown rot. A dust 
composed of 90 parts of fine sulphur 
ClOO mesh) and lit parts of a good 
grade of hydntted lime should be 
used for the dusting. 

Unfortunately, some of the recom- 
mended sulphur sprays contain so 
much lime that an unsightly residue 
Is left on the fruit at har\'csL This 
Is true of aelf-bolled lime sulphur and 
dry mix sulphur lime. These stand- 
ard fungicides should not he used 
after the middle of July, Some of 
the commercial wettable sulphurs 
aliouUP be used In all sprays which 
are applied within the two Veeks be- 
fore harvest.

Dr. Spiesman Tests Reveal 

Ordinary Cooking Methods 

Do Not Kill Spores. 

Chicago. III." - Every honsowlfo's 
problcui of preparing bacteria— free 
meat for her family's table, Is nhoul 
to tie solved. 

This Is Imllcated In re.gcnrches being 
hroughi to a close here by Dr. ftlanuel 
O. Spiesmiin. spe- 
clall.st In diseases 
of the Intestinal 
tract, working In 
conjunction with 
Mrs. Grace VInll 
Cray, home eco- 
nomics expert of 
t h e Household 
Science Institute. 
In brief. Dr. 
Spiesnian's exper- 
iments show ihnt 
If every house- 
wife were to cook 
her moat dlshe-s 
under sleatn pres- 
sure Instead of 
In open ketile.s, (hat Ibc meat would 
be uniiuestionahly safe for eating 
witliont .letrncting In the least from 
Its nutritive or palatable nnalltles. 

To the layman, (lorhaps the most 
surprising fact repealed liy Or. Splcv 
mnn's studies was that the cooking 
methods ordinarily used in most 
households— oven, boiling, broiling and 
frying— do not destroy nil of the 
spore-hearing bacteria In meaL Boil- 
ing is more ofToclIve than frying nnd 
frying more cITcclIve than olilier oven 
or broiling, iitii even so, some of the 
bncieria were found to survive In meat 
boiled for one and one-half hours. 
The only meat thai was found to l>c 
entirely free of parasites was cooked 
in a pressure cooker In which the 
sienm penetrated Into the interior of 
the meat. 

Does Not Kill Spores. 
"The ordinary nieiitoils of cooking." 
said l>r. Splesnnin. "do not appear to 
he (ible to mnsler enough heal to kill 
the spore especially those. In In- 
nermost pnrilnii.s of ilio ,„i.j„. \v,,,|p 
boiling will destroy most of ilie ani- 
mal parasites such as tnpcworm^ des- 
tri:ciion of (lie spores Is not certain 
miless siejini umler pressure Is sent 
Into tlie Interior of the meat to deal 
with these pathogenic bent resisting 
organisms. 

"Slolst iioat has a iioneiratlon pow- 
er not possessed by dry licut, and the 
Niosi rosistani sptircs are killed by 
steam wlililn a few minutes-. The Idgli'. 
er tcnii»ernture possible In pressure 
coriking kills (ho more hiirdy spores 
that survive in oilier cooking niethuds." 
Uncierlolngical examinations have 
shciu-ii rbai meat harbors ndlliims of 
spore-hearing bacteria long before Its 
odor or apiienrance .'^Iiows any evid- 
ence of d.'rny. Since cooking di>es 
nut destroy the spores of the bacteria, 
tliey enter ilie colmi. which 1.^ In many 
ways un Irleai Inculialor. ami there 
develop into putrefactive orgnnIsm> 
capable of producing poisonous tox- 
ins. The task Dr. Kplesmnu set for 
himself was to try nnd llnd some meth- 
od of preparing meat that was bac- 
icrla-froe. 

Cooks Meat In Autoclave.^^ 
In Dr. Spicsnmn's laboratory, as In 
the ofllce of numy another physician, a 
steam sterilizing apparatus colled nn 
autoclave Is used to sterilize quickly 
nnd thoroughly ilnaks. test tubes, pip 
ette-s. throat swabs, etc. The Idea ot 
cooking meat In the autoclave occurred 
to Dr. Spiesman. He nIsoJmd other 
and Bimllnr portions of meat cooked 
In the usual ways, and bacteriological 
examinations made of all samples. 
Every sample of moat but the one In 
the autoclave showed signs of bac- 
teria; within Ilfteen minutes of the 
lime the meat was placed in the auto- 
clave, there was no trace of either 
bacteria or spores. 

Dr. .Spiesman then ran another lest, 
this time with a pressure cooker, 
which Is really an auloclavo nilapted 
to household use. The results with 
the inexpensive pressure cooker were 
exactly the same ns those previously 
obtained with the most expensive auto- 
clave. 

Aside from Its uses In meat cooking. 
the pressure cooker, from the house- 
wife's point of view, has many other 
good features,^ It Is cheap, easily 
manipulated, ami a fuel saver no mat- 
tor vhnt typo of heat la used. It 1b 
a time saver, too, especially In slow 
cooking processes used with beans, 
meats nnd cereals. 

An Interesting sldellgh't oh Dr.'SpIes- 
man's experiments Is that excreta of 
patients eating moat prepared with 
a pressure cooker do not reveal re- 
infection with spore-hearing pntre- 
facllve bacteria, as la usually the case 
with meat cooked any other way.

Next most Important Is 
air purity, meaning freedom from 
dust and nil other objectionable mat- 
ter. Inasmuch as one-quarter of the 
dust In tho average home comes from 
the henling plant, It Is Important to 
lioallb. as well as for cleanliness, lIuU 
the heating .system he kept clean. 
This Is done In n minimum of time 
by giant suction cleaners which re- 
move all dust and soot from the beat- 
er and all pipes mechanically.
